On 1h Ugtober, all troops quartered in the barracks installation 
of Jueterboz II, Fuchsberge and the Darm airfield were alerted by 
he sound of sirens. About half an hour later motor vehicles and 
tanks left the barracks, heading toward Neues Lager, Potsdam and 
Vittenberr. The barracks, which had been occupied to capacity, 
quartered only rear details on 15 October. (6)
